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Amendments to the Specification: 

Please amend paragraph [0066] as follows: 

In one preferred embodiment, the antibodies inhibit the growth of cancer cells in vitro (such 
as in a cell culture) or in vivo (such as in a subject), preferably by at least 10%, 25%, or 50%. The 
exemplary antibodies that inhibit the cancer cell growth include, but are not limited to, monoclonal 
antibodies produced by the hybridoma cell lines 3B10, 4B2, 10, 17, 24, 25, 26, 27, 31, 41, 50, 60, 
87, 3-4A, 3-1 IF (see Table 2). 3B10 is an exemplary antibody that inhibits cancer cell growth in a 
subject by more than 25%, and preferably by about 40%. Hybridoma cell line 3B10, which 
produces the 3B10 antibody, was deposited on July 13, 2010 with the American Type Culture 
Collection (ATCC). 10801 University Blvd., Manassas, VA 20110-2209. USA, and assigned ATCC 
deposit designation PTA- 1 1 1 80. 
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
